Senate and House Have Been Newly 
Decorated—Fine Gold and Green 
Carpets on the Floors—<Ar- 
rangement for Quick 
Lunches. 


Washington, September 24.—(Special.)— 
At the capitol today the positive state- 
ment was made by those engaged in gst- 
ting the building-in readiness for the cas- 
semblage of congress that the.date of the 
extra session has been definitely fixed for 
November 9. Superintendent Elliott Woods 
could have the bullding ready for Occu- 
pancy at an earlier date if necessary, for 
when the present improvements and 
decorations were commenced it was un- 
derstood that they were to be completed 
not later than October 15. Work has been 
progressing steadily on this basis, so 
that Mr. Woods says he will have the 
senate and house lobbies finished by that 
date and the verioOus committee rooms 2nd 
corridors redecorated and furnished at 
the same time. 

In anticipation of congress being called 
together earligr than November 9, the 
carpets are now laid upon the floors of 
the chambers of the house and senate and 
the desks are being placed in position. 

The house will celebrate its entry ini 
the ‘‘four hundred" class by appearing 
in a new green and gold carpet. There 
are now an even “four hundred’ desks 
for members in the hal] of the house of 
representatives. The new membership, un- 
der the latest apportionment, is 385, and 
the fifte~. extra desks are supplied to 
preserve the symmetry inthe arrange- 
ment of seats in the semicircle. The sen- 
ate chamber will be covered with th: 
fame green and gold floor covering as 
last year. 

The House Beautiful. 

The house side outshines the senate this 
year in making improvements for the cor- 
venience and comfort of its members. The 
speaker’s lobby has been frescoed in 
elaborate style by Sencr Rochermann, 
an understudy of the late Bermudl, whvoe 
work adorns the dome of the rotunda. 
The committee rooms of invalid pensions 
and insular affairs have been redecorat- 
ed by the same artists and fitted up with 
handsome. furnishings to match. The 
huvse Ifbrary has been fitted up with steel 
shelving and a white marble flooring aas 
replaced the carpeted floor in the speak- 
er’s lobby. 

Improvements have been made in the 
senate and house cafes. The most notiee- 
able addition to the senate dining room is

Officers of Courtmartial To

Washington, September 24.—At_ the 
navy department today the fact was 
learned that the ‘‘civilian,” whom As- 
sistant Paymaster Richworth Nicholson 
recently attacked at a public bail at 
Che Foo, China, was the German consul 
at that place. Nicholson, who was said 
ta be drunk at the time, was convicted 
by court martial and sentenced to a re- 
duction of five numbers in grade, 

Rear Admiral Evans, commanding the 
Asiatic squadron, in his review of the 
findings, severely arraigned the court 
for the Inadequate sentence imposed. 

It appears that the German consul did 
not formally report the matter to his 
government, supposing Nicholson would 
be properly punished by tne Amervican 
court. 

It. is reported that the officers who 
composed the court will protest to the 
navy department against Admiral Evans’ 
arraignment of their conduct. No such 
protest has reached the departmeni, but 
the Associated Press can state, on high 
authority, that the conduct of Assistant 
Paymaster Nicholson is a source of mor- 
tification to the navy department  of- 
ficials and that the aetions of Admiral 
Evans in arraigning the court for what 
is considered its inadequate sentence is 
heartily approved.

Since the order was issued, Captain 
Thompson has stated he had no intention 
of violating rules of the department, and 
it is said his suspension will be with- 
drawn today. 

The charges against the two captains 
are of an entirely different nature, Cap- 
tain Moon being charged with circuiat- 
ing a report said to be false, while Cap- 
tain Thompson is said to have declined 
to make qa written statement about what 
Captain Moon had said when asked to do 
so by the chief. | 

The affair has created a great sensation 
in the police department and last night 
nothing else’ was talked of among the of- 
ficers and men. Even the city election, 
always an interesting topic among the 
police, although they are “not in politics,’ 
was sidetracked for the suspension of the 
two captains. 

It has been very generally understood 
in the department for some time that the 
chief of police has not been receiving 


hearty support from some of his of- 
ficers, and the story.

The specific. charges have not been 
formulated. The matter has been placed | 
in the hands of the assistant city attor- | 
ney and he will draw up the charges some 
time today or tomorrow. 


What Started It. 

The affair grew out of a talk which 
Chief Ball had with Detective Kilpatrick | 
last week. The detective was found in 
the station sergeant’s office, which was 
against the rules and against a special or- 
der issued bv the chief. Chief Ball asked 
the detective why he was behind the 
sergeants’ desk and Kilpatrick replied 
that he had been invited there by the sta- 
tion sergeant. In a written report to the 
chief of police the detective said in sub- 
stance that nothing unpleasant had pass- 
ed between him and the chief; that he 
wag asked why he was behind the desk 
and he replied briefly that he wanted to 
get some names off the docket and re- 
quested the seageant to get them for him, 
The seregant then told him to look at the 
docket himself. 

Upon this fittle talk between the chief 
and the detective an ugly report was cir- 
culated and Captain Moon stands charged 
with either starting the report or of cir- 
culating it. Among those to whom Cap- 
tain Moon is said to have repeated the 
alleged false report was Captain Thomp- 
son. To Captain Thompson Captain ‘Moon 
said that Kilpatrick told Chief Balj he 
had as much money as he (Ball) had, 
and wanted him to understand he didn’t 
go where he did not have a right to go, 
etc. It is said that the statement made 
by Captain Moon left the impression that 
Kilpatrick had talked to the chief yerv 
roughly and the chief did not make any 
reply. 

Discipline Was Imperiled. 

It wasn’t many hours before the men 
were discussing how ‘Kilpatrick had 
sassed the chief of police,’’ and the matter 
seemed calculated to seriously injure the

The total vote cast in the primary 
of yesterday was 3,175, which was from 
three to five hundred under the anticipat- 
ed vote and much smaller than the regis- 
tration of 5,327 warranted. The votes cast 
in Atlanta primaries during the past four 
years have been as follows: 


The !900 and 1902 primaries were the 
result of heated mayoralty campaigns, 
while the !90! and 1903 primaries were 
what are known as the “off years,’’ It 
will be noted that this year's vote was 
smaller by !,575 votes than the last “of? 
year” vote. 

The stories from. the various wards, 
which tell of the various happenings dur- 
ing the day, will be read with interest, 
aithough all of them indicate a very quiet 
primary. 

Vote for ““T. Roosevelt.”’ 

Two unique votes were cast, and by a 
strange chance the wags in each ward 
struck upon the same theme for merry- 
making. In the sixth ward Booker T. 
Washington was voted for, while in the 
second ward ‘“T. Roosevelt” and “B. 
Washington’”’ received votes for the emi-

The largest majority in the primary 
was received by E. V. Carter, of thea 
seventh ward, who was given |,083 votes 
over J. F. Daniel. 

The closest race was between T. H. 
Goodwin and Steve Postell, Mr. Goodwin 
winning by 55 votes. 

The smallest vote of the day was polled 
by W. C. Shearer, candidate for alder- 
man in the fifth ward, who received 
289 votes. This, however, is not believed 
by the friends of Mr Shearer to be a 
reflection upon him nor a test of his 
strength. It is usually the case that m 
races where more than two candidates 
offer for the same position, two of them 
are selected as leaders and receive the 
large votes, while the others are conceded 
even by their friends to be without a 
chance for winning. Consequently, the 
voters place their ballots where they be- 
lieye they will count.

CITIZENS WERE ASTONISHED 


At the Irregularities in the City’s 
Books. 

St. Joseph, Mo., September 24.—The re- 

port of the expert accountants who have 


been workin gon the books of the city 
under the direction of Mayor John V. 
Starr, has astonished the citizens of this 
city. 

The period under investigation its from 
January !, !90!1, to March 3!, last. The 
report alleges that hundreds of receipts 
for vouchers for warrants issued by the 
city are missing, the total amounting to 
$22,866. Paid vouchers for nearly $1,500 
show no approval by the council, and 
there is no record for contracts for street 
work, aggregating thousands of dollars. 
Neither is there verification of saloon li- 
censes, nor the fees collected. Hundreds 
of. license stubs are missing, as also are 
1,000 water stubs.

Dr. McCalla {s a gentleman of veracity 
and honor, and enjoys the respect and 
confidence of the public. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the State 
rested its case and the defense began the

Statements of Accused. 

The first were statements from Sam 
Knowles and Mrs. Griffin. 

Knowles’ statement was very brief, and 
in substance, that after returning home 
from work on that fata! afternoon he 
went to the lot and fed the stock.

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Prominent Fitgeald Man in 
Shooting Affray. 


Exchanged Shots with Tom Luke, 
Wiio Was Angered Because of 
Publication in Mercer’s Pa- 
per—Editor Is Captain 
of State Troops. 


Fit¢ggerald, Ga., September 24.—(Special. 
A shooting affray that created considera- 
ble excitement occurred late today. The 
participants were Colonel J. E. Mercer, 
editor and manager of The Fitzgerald 
Enterprise, also captain of the local com- 
pany, Georgia state troops, and Thomas 
Luke, well known in Irwin county. 

The trouble grew out of an article that 
Editor Mercer published several weeks 
ago, when Tom [Yuke'’s name was men- 
tioned. among others who were arrested 
on a vagrancy charge under the Calvin 
bill. | 
- Luke claimed that he was never arrest- 
ed and demanded a retraction from Ed- 
itor Mercer. who thoroughly explained in 
his paper how he had been misinformed, 
and from whom he had received his in- 
formation. 

It is said that the apology in the pa- 
per did not appease Tuke'’s wrath. and 
the assertion is made that he threaten- 
ed to deal with Editor Mercer personally 
when they met. 

This afternoon Editor Mercer ané Rev. 
A. L. Blizard were sitting on the steps 
of the new First national bank con- 
versive. Luke approached Captain Mer- 
cer and demanded to know what right 
the latter had to yse his name in print. 

Editor Mercer replied, explaining that 
there were two Tom Lukes in town, and 
he had no wav of knowing, as the names 
were given to him by the clerk of the 
council. Luke held his left hand In his 
pocket, and {ft «eas seen that he had a 
long revolver. Editor Mercer sat stil', 
while Luke went across the street and 
entered a bar room. ° 

It is said that Tuke made a threat of 
what he would do as he walked away. 
Captain Mercer and Rev. Blizard part- 
ed. Editor Mercer said he feared his life 
was in ‘danger, and he procured a rifle 

As son as Luke saw Captain Mercer, he 
turned. and a shot from the rifle was 
sent after him. The bullet did not hit 
its intended mark. lWLuke ran into the 
doorway of Park's saloon, turned, and 
aimed at Editor Mercer. who was in front 
of the Exchange bank. a third of a 
block away. 

The bullet struck the bank building 
and bounded awav. Luke's friends took 
him awav,. and Editor Mercer went back 
to his office, 

After the shooting, Captain Mercer was 
asked fcr a statement, and he said: 

Editor Mercer’s Statement. 


“About the time the numerous arrests 
were being made under the Calvin law, 
I met Clerk of the Council Rountree. 
who stated that four white men had just 
been arrested as vagrants. I asked him 
for the names, and he gave me, four, 
including Tom lLukes, and I was not 
aware until after my paper was pub- 
lished that Luke wes not arrested. - Luke 
seemed to be expecting to be arrested 
under the Jaw, and threatened the deputy 
sheriffs if they attempted his arrest. 

“T sade, as I thought, a full and com- 
plete explanation of these facts in the 
next issue of my paper. I realized, how- 
ever, that Luke was not satisfied, and 
have been advised by quite a number of 
best citizens of this community to go 
prepared. Luke has the reputation of 
being a bad man, and has killed, at 
leas=, one man. 

‘Notwithstanding all this, I have stead- 
fastly refused to put a pistol In my pock- 
et, and this afternoon when he approach- 
ed me, I realized that he was prepared 
to shoot, aad, being entirely unarmed and 
in my shirt sleeves, I allowed him to have 
his say. He abused me with several 
epithets, characteristics of the man, and 
walked away. When he qgjid I came 
straight to my office and procured a ri- 
fle, stepped out of the back door, and 
tested it on a telegraph pole, and walked 
back uptown. 

‘“Im@ediately In front of the Bowen 
Banking Company, J] saw Luke _  ap- 
proaching on the other side of the streét, 
about 160 feet away. I raised my rifie 
and took deliberate aim. As I did, Luke 
turned and ran. As he passed in at the 
side door pf the bar rogm I fired. He 
reached his hand out the deor and fired 
his pistol, while I made another attempt 
to shoot. 

‘My purpose was to kill him‘for the 
sole reason that I believed my life was in 
danger, I have no malice whatever in 
my heart against him, but simply realize 
that I must protect my life against what 
I egnsider a very dangerous man.”’

Man Who Cowhidei Kuster Says 
Committee,Which Daclared Kus- 
ter.Innocent Wag Engineered 
by Kuster’s Attorney. 
Defends Experts.

Rome, Ga., September  24.—(Special.)— 
George H. Wade, prosecutor in the 
charges of sending obsene letters through 
malis against C. E. ‘Kuster has issued 
a’ signed statement of a most intensely 
sensational character concerning an in- 
terview with one of Kuster’s attorneys 
in The Rome Tribune of the 23d instant 
afd in part reply to a signed statement 


in The Tribune and The ‘Constitution 
of 23d Instant, from Mr. Kuster. 

The Tribune contained an interview 
with one of Mr. Kuster’s attorneys in 
which the following statement appeared 
after a recital of facts as published by 
The Tribune and The Constitution in an 
| authorized interview with Kuster which 
said attorney declares to be true, quoted 
as follows: 

“The committee unanimously decided 
that Kuster was entirely innocent and 
that Wade had outraged him and called 
on Wade to redeem his promises, This 
Wade refused to do. Kuster sued him 
for $5,000. Wade answered, setting up 
this letter as a defense and justification 
of his assault. The case came on to 
be tried and Wade resorted to the tes- 
timony of handwriting experts to prove 
that Kuster wrote the letter. Lhey 
Swore that part of the letter looked like 
Kuster’s writing, and therefore he wrote 
it, and that part of it didn’t look like 
his writing, and therefore he certainly 
wrote it. . 

“The jury didn't believe it and zave 
Kuster a verdict for $2,000. Instead of 
stopping there, Wade wants the charges 
to be printed in the Georgia reports and 
scattered over the world to be cited as 
a precedent. Wade knows that Kuster 
did not write this note, but to save his 
money he makes one more effort. 

“By the help of his hired expert tes- 
timony he will try to convict Kuster 
of an offense involving moral turpitude. 
A blind fool can see that the whole affair 
is the last despairing effort to save him 
from making the reparation that an hon- 
est man ifs only anxious to make.” 


In part reply to the alove interview 
with one of Mr. Kuster's attorncya, whom 
Mr. Wade assumes to be Hon. Seaborn 
Wright, and in part reply to Kuster’s 
Statement of his side of the case as pub- 
lished simultaneously in The Constitu- 
tion and Tribune, Mr. Wade hag Issued 
the following signed card for publication: 

Mr. Wade’s Statement. 

My Attention has been called to ar 
article: im The Fome Tribune of Wed- 
resday, September 23, relative to tHe 
Kuster whipping affair. It would seem 
that perhaps more space has been ailot- 
ted to this affair than the facts would 
justify. 

From the fact that it was given as an 
intérview with one of Kuster’s attorneys, 
I can only infer that it was a feeble ef- 
fort upon his part to try the case through 
the columns of the press. 


This interview is evidently another of 
Seaborn Wright’s efforts to misstate 
facts and mislead the public and mali- 
ciously slander me, and to continue the 
biuffitg and bulldozing meth:ds that he 
So cowardly used in hi arraignment be- 
fore the court in Cedartown. when he 
knew that I was absolutely helpless to 
resent his insults or close his infamous 
mouth, 

It is hardly necessary to teke the state- 
ments in the above mentioned article 
and reply to them in detail. 

To correctly quote him, he states as 
follows: ‘Instead of stopping there, 
Wade wants the charges printed in the 
Georgia reports and scattered over the 
world to be cited as a precedent.’’ 

No doubt Wright thinks, by writing 
the above, that he can cow or bulldoze 
me, but I wish the public to thoroughly 
understand that neither Wright nor any 
number of men of his kind can ever 
intimidaté me in any manner whateven 
Or cause me@ to recede from a position 
which I know to be absolutely right and 
a position in which any man of honor 
will feel perfectly secure, 

He further states: “Wade knows that 
Kuster did not write this note.’’ In- 
stead cf the above, it should be: “Wade 
kncws positively that Kuster did write 
the ietters received.’’ 

By his referring to ‘‘hired expert festi- 
mony,’ he attacks the honor and integ- 
rity of Peter IF. “wrk, Edwin S&S Me. 
Candless, Professor J. H. Smith, M. BR. 
Torbett anc T. J. Peeples. These gentle- 
men are all p*rsonally known to most 
of the citizens of this state, and no com- 
ment is necessary as to their honor, 
character and social and financial posi- 
tion, 

‘His attack upen these gentlemen is 
most infamous ar.d cowardly. However. 
they are amply able and.willing to take 
cere of themselves, so far as Seaborn 
Wright is concerned. : 
Wright is not only a great grand-stand 
lawyer, but evidently a mind reader as 
well. In his alluding to the former trial, 
where he states that “the jury did not 
believe a word of it, and gave Kuster a 
yerdict for two thousand dollars,’” his 
power for mind ré@ading is evidently as 
fully developed as is his disposition to 
misstate facts. As a matter of fact, had 
}the jury believed Kuster innocent of 
writing the letters charged to him, they 
would necessarily have been forced to 
render a verdict in his favor for the full 
amount sued for, which was $6,000. Es- 
pecially is this true in view of the fact 
that the plea filed by my attorneys, set- 
ting up the writing of these letters as 
justification for whipping Kuster, was 
striken by the court ana the jury not 
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pee 8 to consider it, and the jury only 
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being allowed to consider the fact of the

It is true that Bunn & Trawick, as- 
sociate attorneys with Seaborn and 
Parry Wright did send me a letter, stat- 
ing that i? I would ¢omply with certain 
conditions (among them being that If 
should pay $500 to Kuster, to be donated 
to the Benedict Memorial school, for 
whatever purposes they saw fit, to pay 
Bunn & Trawick $150 or $200, and make 
apologies through the public press, in 
papers which they mentioned), that they 
would drop this matter. It is also true 
that I never favored them with a reply 
to this proposition, as I knew full well 
that I had whipped the guilty party, and 
that I-did not propose to be placed in a 
position of allowing any one to levy 
blackmail upon me. 

The committee, upon which Kuster and 
his attorneys seem to throw so much 
stress, was arranged by Colonel W. C. 
Bunn, and their meetings were heid in 
his office. What investigations were 
made, upon what facts they based their 
conclusions, and the reasons for their 
conclusions are not known to me. 

I am informed that the committee pre- 
dicated its report mainly upon the fact 
that prior to the writing of the anony- 
mous letters to me, that there had been 
othéer letters of the same character di- 
rected to the best known people in Ced@ér- 
town. It was contended, and the com- 
mittee believed that these letters were 
written prior to Kuster’s residence in 
Cedartown, when, as a matter of fact, 
he had been a resident more than sevén 
months before the first angnymous let- 
ter was written, and I feel certain that 
if the committee could review their find- 
ings, they would unquestionably deal dif- 
ferently with the case. ‘she statement 
which I made, and to which I still stand, 
was that if the committee could con- 
vince me that Kuster did not write the 
anonymous letters to me as I charged, 
that I would then make just and full 
reparation as should seem best. 

It was furthermore stated to me that 
the investigations of the committee 
would be most thorough and exhaustive, 
but in his statement published in The 
Atlanta Constitution on Sepiember 23, 
Kuster states that he was not present 
before the committee. 

The allusions and illusions of Wright 
upon this matter were conceived in in- 
famy, born in iniquity, and reared in a 
desire for public notoriety. 

It is no® necessary to take up more of 
your valuable space, as al] of these mat- 
ters will be properly taken eare of at 
the right time, by the courts, aud I 
have neither the desire nor the inclina- 
tion to endeavor to try these matters 
through the public press.”’ 

Kuster Waived Hearing. 

Kuster was arraigned in the United 
States court this morning before Commis- 
sioner Printup and waived preliminary 
hearing.

Oficial Note in Regard in ls- 
tro-Russian Reform Scheme, 


“Turkish Oppression Will End Only 
Wien Revolutionary Activity of 
Committees Ceases—Until 
Then Atrocities Will 
Continue,”’ Says 

the Note. 


St. Petersburg, September 24.—The Rus- 
sian government has issued, an official 
note reiterating that the attitude of the 
powers inp regard to the Austro-Russian 
reform scheme for Macedonia is un- 
changed and that, consequently, neither 
Turkey nor Bulgaria can expect support 
from any quarter in the event of open 
or secret resistance to that scheme, 

The government, after pointing out 
that the suggested reforms were at the 
outset attended with good results, says 
the Macedonian agitation spread In Bul- 
garia on the mistaken conception that 
Russia would “alter her programme and 
proclaim herself the champion of the 
unrealizeable plans of the leaders of the 
revolution.”” The Turkish oppression will 
end, the note says, only when the revo- 
lutionary activity of the committees 
ceases. Until then reforms cannot be 
applied, nor the atrocities stopped. 

“In view of the thickening complica- 
tions, the Rusrian and Austrian govern- 
ments have reiterated their views to this 
éffect, both at Sofia and at Constantino- 
ple, and acting on the suggestion of Aus- 
tria and Russia, all the ywovernments of 
the powers, which signed the treaty of 
ERerlin, haye instructed their representa- 
tives to Turkey and Bulgaria to empha- 
size their full unanimity in the Avstro- 
Russian work of pacifying the Balkans, 
S80 as to remvuve all misconception of 
possible assistance in the event of dan- 
gerous enterprises. These representatives 
have been instructed to make a declara- 
tion to the governments of Turkey and 
Bulgaria as fcllows: 

“"The present state of affairs in the 
Turkish vilayets, which is due to the 
criminal intentions of committees and rev- 
cCiutiondry bards, dces not alter the etti- 
tude of the powers in regard to the pro- 
gramme of action &dvanced early in the 
year by the two powers most interested. 
Consequently, neither Turkey nor Bul- 
garia ean rely on the support of any 
power in the event of open or secret 
Opposition to the realization of this 
echeme.’ 

“The imperial government hopes this 
new warning will convince Turkey, as 
well as Belgaria, of the, futility of 
any. attempt to avoid the fulfillment of 
the demands made upon them, and cause 
them to take all the measures in their 
Fower for the repression of the disturb- 
ances in the Balkan peninsula, which can 
only have the most serious consequences 
a, the Ottomen empire and Bulga- 


Bulgarian Comment on Note. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, September 24.—The 
diplomatic agents of Russta and Austria- 
Hungtry have informed,the Bulgarian 
government that they have been instruct- 
ed to communicate that their govern- 
ments, in agreement with the other great 
powers, are resolved never to depart from 
the published programme of reforms In 
Macedonia, and that Bulgaria must Aot 
count on any support for any other pur- 
pose. The agents further announced that 
the same declaration would be made at 
Constantinople. 

The imperial] Ottoman commissioner has 
informed the Bulgarian government that 
the sultan has promulgated «sn trade sanc- 
tioning the programme of reform which is 
to be carried out by a mixed commission 
and that he has deputed Hilm! Pasha to 
superintend the execution of the pro- 
gramme with orders to suspend the perse- 
cution of the Bulgarians. As no indication 
is given concerning the constitution of 
the proposed mixed commission, of as t3 
an amnesty of political offenders, démand- 
ed by Bulgaria, there is no disposition 
here to believe that the negotiations will 
be effective. 

When the Turkish diplomatic agent this 
morning communicated the sultan’s lrade 
to Premier Petroff the latter is reported 
to have answered that so long as Turkey 
did not withdraw her troops from the 
frontier and did not fulfill all her prom- 
ises, Bulgaria was justified in believing 
that Turkey was talking merely for talk's 
sake. The Sofia press refers to the trade 
in similar terms and declines to consider 
it serlously. 

Notwithstanding reports to the con- 
trary, perfect “tranquility, almost ap- 
proaching apathy, prevalis throughout 
Bulgaria. There is not the slightest out- 
ward evidence that the country ts on 
the verge of war. Even in military circles 
there is no excitement, though unceasing 
preparation is going on.

Mr. Harritz was five days in the Bul- 
garian capital and during that time al- 
most daily did a refugee or courler-are, 
rive with tales of families annihilated, 
women and children slaughtered and 
property destroyed. 

“IT talked with many persons who had 
recently come from the actual scenes,’’ 
said Mr. Harritz this morning to his 
friend, Colonel William Neill, at the 
Brown house, “and the tales they un- 
folded were enough to melt the hardest 
heart. One man, a small merchant, said 
a band of Albanians assisted by Turkish 
soldiers swooped down upon the Iittle 
village in which he resided and that 
out of the four hundred souls In the place 
he was the only one who escaped.

Chicago, September 24.—More than 
$130,000 stolen, business houses in every 
part of the United States victimized, a 
bank created, a waiter risen from pov- 
erty to affluence and an ex-convict again 
placed behind the bars—these are the 
features in the meteoric career of at ieast 
one of two men now under arrest in 
Chicago. 

Postoffice inspectors made the capture. 
Julius M. Nisson, known also by a dozen 
other names, and Arthur J. Herbst, said 
to have many aliases, are the prisoners. 
Nisson has confessed, but Herbst will 
not admit that he had any part in the 
big swindle. 

Postoffice Inspector A. E. Germer has 
complaints against the two men from 
nearly 200 individuals and corporations 
who have lost amounts ranging from 
$25 to $3,000. Al] these have been vic- 
timized since June 20, when - Nisson 
opened an Office in Chicago. In previous 
operations, under different names, the 
men fe. alleged to have secured at least 
$130,000 in the last !! months. 

This was the mode of procedure ac- 
cording to the inspectors: Nisson and 
Herbst would go to a city and open an 
office, engage ostensibly in the retailing 
of metal ware, novelties, machinery, or 
anything which they could secure on 
credit. They would operate under the 
name of some firm well known to the 
business world, and in ordering goods to 
the value of thousands of doliars would 
give commercial agency references. 

After the articles had been received, the 
bogus company would transfer the ron- 
signments to a ware house and then 
ship them to New York, where they were 
disposed of through a “‘fence,” which has 
baffled the inspectors for months. When 
suspicion was aroused, the men would 
flee to another city.

Doctor Is Charged With 
Causing Death of 
Patient. 


Marietta, Ga., September 24.—(Special.)— 
Dr. H. H. Kemp, of this county, is to- 
day on trial in Cobb superior court, 
charged with murdering John D. Gantt, 
a prominent farmer of this county. Ow. 
ing to the prominence of the parties and 
the pecullar cirgymstances of the case, 
great interest is manifested and the 
court house is packed with relatives and 
friends of the parties on both sides. Dr. 
Kemp and Mr. Gantt were cousins and 
close friends. In July, 1900, Mr. Gantt, 
then about sixty-five years of age, was 
taken suddenly ill. Dr. Kemp was call- 
ed in and prescribed for him, and the 
next day used a catheter. Mr. Gantt 
never recovered from his illness, but 
gradually grew worse from that time 
for nearly three years, until an opera- 
tion was performed, .on May $31}, this 
year, and he died’ on Yune 2. The oper- 
ation was performed by Dr. Ramsey and 
Dr. Thomason, of Roswell, and Dr. Kemp. 
A meétal catheter, about 4 inches long, 
was taken from Mr. Gantt’s bladder. A 
grave} 4 inches in circumference had 
formed around one end of the catheter, 
and, in order to remove it. two opera- 
tions were performed, the first opening 
being in the urethra and the urethra was 
too small to allow the stone to pass out. 
An abdominal operation was then per- 
formed and the catheter was removed. 

The evidence introduced at the trial 
Was that Dr. Kemp had treated Mr. Gantt 
alone and in conjunction with other 
physicians from the first attack until his 
death, and that, acting under his ad- 
vice, he had made two or three trips to 
Atlanta and consulted physicians there. 
an X-Ray once being used to determine 
his trouble. All the doctors agreed that 
he had some bladder tr@uble, but were 
unable to successfully treat or relieve 
Mr. Gantt of his intense suffering 

Dr. Kemp often advised an operation 
Two of the sons of the deceased testified 
that* no one had. ever used a metal 
catheter on their father except Dr. Kemp. 
They further testified that two days be- 
fore the operation was performed thut 
Dr. Kemp induced them to let him take 
their father to his (Dr. Kemp's) house 
and keep him a few days for the purpose 
of administering a new treatment he had 
discovered. 

Dr, Ramsey, who performed the opera- 
tion, testified that he was called in by 
Dr. Kemp and that Dr. Kemp told him 
a catheter had been left in Mr. Gantt’s 
bladder by a young physician and asked 
that he perform the operation. remove 
the catheter and substitute a grave)’ or 
stone in its place and keep it secret from 
the family that a catheter had been re- 
moved. Dr. Ramsey said he refused to 
do this or to perform the operation with- | 
out the consent and approval of the 
family. 

The next day after his first interview 
with Dr. Kemp, he returned with Dr. 
Thomason and after consultation py’ the 
three doctors and with ‘members cf the 
family the operation was agreed upon 
and performed with the results above 
stated * 
Considerable evidence was introduced 
showing the intense suffering of the de- 
ceased during the three vears It was 
stated that at no time in the three years 
was he free from pain and on account of 
the downward protrusion of the catheter 
he could not sit on a chair.

everything {n his skill and power to re- 
lieve him from his suffering; that he did 
use a metal catheter, as stated by: the 
prosecutor, the son of Mr. Gantt, 
that ine extracted the catheter and did 
not leive it in his urethra or bladder. 
He said that he did not know, but 
thought the deceased was suffering with 
gravel and frequently advised an opera- 
tion for this purpose and that he only 
discovered by an external investigation 
a short time before the operation that 
some forcign body was in his bladder and 
that it was only in this way that he 
knew any foreign body was there. His 
statement was lengthy and denied most 
positively any knowledge of how the 
catheter came to be in the deceased. 

Dr. Kemp belongs to one of the oldest 
and most prominent families in this coun- 
ty and the outcome of the trial is awaited 
with interest. The jury has the case. 
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Dr. C. W. Parker, of 305 Peters street, 
was an old confrere of the late Dr. J. 
T. Biggers, and recalls some interest- 
ing reminiscences of him. Dr. Parker 
said vesterday: 

“The death of Dr. J. T. Biggers calls 
to my mind many incidents of long 
ago, 

“The first time I ever saw him was 
in‘'Macon at the closing exercises of the 
medical college in 165!. He went to get 
some one of the students to come to 
Atlanta to practice with him. He asked 
the professors to select the man—one 
who was reliable and all right {f was 
selected aud introduced to him, and I 
came and began to practice. 

‘We had a little single story wooden 
office cn Whitehall street, about where 
the Globe clothing store is now. 

“Tt is a pleasing memory to think that 
such a man as Dr. Biggers was ilstru- 
mental in making me an early resident 


of our wonderful city. 
“There was rever a hard thought 
agairst either. I loved him. 
“It was from me that he got the recipe 


for his huckleberry cordial, and I was 


always proud of it. 
“The early life in Atlanta brought me 


into assoctations that were delightful, 
the memory cf which is both sad and 
vet pleasing.

She alleges 
Lila, Lue s.Lacninery 18 Oid, antedated, and 
inefficient, and that the nu Loere fore, 
cannot compete with other 
ing more modern equipment. It is fur- 
ther alleged that the mills have been 
operated at a loss for many years and 
thar a dividend has not been paid since 
i895. it is stated that several years ago 
the company issued $100,000 worth of 
bonds to improve the plant, the issue se- 
cured by a first mortgage, but that the 
directors were unable to sell but $8,500 of 
the bonds. 

The Athens

There is only one way to run a de- 
partment of this kind successfully, and 
that is to give the ‘chief unlimited 
power of administration. The high 
standing of 
ment is due in a very great measure 
to exactly this system of administra- 
tion. The police department has been 
handicapped by too much polities in 
the board of commissioners and too 
many factional fights, and the people 
are getting very sick of it all.

The police court records are again 
burdened with the details of a sensa- 
tional encounter growing out of the 
effort of some money lenders to secure, 
through the officers of u justice court, 
what they deem their just dues. 

The story told by witnesses of the 
trouble caused by the effort to seize 
the household furniture of Mrs.

Has an Ominous Sound. 

The roseate talk of peace and pros- 
perity in the Philippines which finds 
expression in the official reports is 
now and then given\a pretty rude 
shock in the news dispatches. A few 
days ago it was the announcement that 
the trouble given the American sol- 
diers is not by the ladrone robber 
bands, but by “insurgents” and “‘fanat- 
ics” whose purpose in fighting was 
clearly not robbery. On top of this 
comes a dispatch from Manila which 
chronicles the interesting fact that— 

A band of ladrones captured the police 
force of a village in the province of 
Batangas. The police Offered no Yesis- 
tance. They were released after their 
equipment of guns had been confiscated. 

The special significance of this re 
port is found in the fact that this sort 
of thing its just what officers of the 
}army have been predicting since civil 
government was first established. The 
military commanders, especiaily those 
out in the provinces where they had 
the better chance of studying. the na- 
tive, nave taken stromg ground against 
the policy of converting natives into 
constabulary and police, contending 
that the most certain result of such 
a policy was to put guns intc ihe 
hands of persons at heart opposed to 
American domination and to teach 
them how to shoot. In many parts of 
the islands the police authorities are 
men who were officers of the army 
which fought against the United States 
as long as it could do so, while the 
rank and file are men who held a rel- 
atively similar place in the insurgent 
ranks. 

Army officers have, almost to a man, 
condemned this policy of making sol- 
diers of the Filipinos. Having no faith 


in the native professions of friend-

' Every Incb a King. 

Edward VII reveals himself in a 
hew and interesting fashion in his 
dealings with the cabinet crisis in his 
government. That his assertion of his 
Kingly prerogative to be gatisfied with 
the competency and patriotism of his 
cabinet ministers 
prise is evidence only that his illus- 
trious mother and other sovereigns be- 
fore her were too content to bear 
about a puppet crown. The ministers 
of their reigns determined all serious 
intents and directed all political move- 
ments of the government. The sover- 
eign was needed only to preserge the 
personality of monarchy and give a 
perfunctory royal assent to the acts 
of the cabinet. , 

But King Edward, ~ as might have 
been suspected from his life and senti- 
ments before he came to the throné, 
is not set up to be that sort of sover- 
eign. He is a man of learning, of full 
contact with kings and courts, of wide 
political observation, with fixed ideas 
of the part he has the right to assume 
and discharge in the government of 
the British people. Laying aside all 
the vagaries of his career as prince 
of Wales, like Prince Hal, his corona- 
tion brought him to his feet every 
inch a king. A spirit came upon him 
aS upon Saul and he was “turned into 
ahother man.” 

The opportunity for him to show the 
fact and the value of his transforma- 
tion has come with the resignation of 
a batch of caBinet ministers and the 
effort of Prime Minister Balfour to re- 
construct that body. King Edward in- 
sists that no man shall be nominated 
lor the vacancies who is not prepared 
lo take office on terms that will bond 
him to ramet “ade in his station and 
to a ioyal performance of his duties 
With an eye singte to the success of 
the government and the safeguarding 
of every interest of the empire. 

While he conforms pertectly to the 
constitution of the kingdom and is 
Wise enough not to express a prefer- 


| 


brought on the crisis, it would be a 
great mistake to judge that Edward 
VII is not alertly and profoundly in- 
terested in what his government is to 
propose, or do, with respect to the 
welfare of his people. He. more than 
any other English sovereign, perhaps, 
takes a sincere personal interest in 
the conditions of labor, of trade and 
of British presiige among the powers, 
He has sought the confidence of the 
masses of the people, has sympathized 
with the workers in the industries and 
entered with conspicuous zeal into 
measures for the relief of poverty and 
the increase of popular prosperity. 

Therefore it should please England 
and win the applause of on-lookers 
that King Edward has risen to the full 
height of his kingship and spoken a 
Strong, even ii startling, axiom io his 
premier—that the cabinets of his reign 
must be patriots rather than only poli- 
ticians!

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Our Trade in Cuba. 

Consul General Frank Steinhart, of 
Havana, is a man whose official repre- 
sentations deserve more than the or- 
dinary attention given to consular re 
ports. He has been closely identified 
with the details of Cuban reconstruc- 
tion from the first day of the Ameri- 
can occupation. As Ghief clerk in the 
headquarters of Military Governors 
Brooke and Wood, and subsequently 
as custodian of the files left for the 
information of President Palma and 
his cabinet, Mr. Steinhart was the very 
proper person to become consul gen- 
eral at the Cuban capital after old 
General Bragg had made a pesky mess 
of the situation. 

When Consul General Steinhart tells 
us what the economic conditions are in 
Cuba and by what measures European 
countries are occupying its markets 
with their manufactures to the detri- 
ment of our trade, his words are au- 
thentic and his report rises to the dig- 
nity of a timely warning to our stafes- 
men and tradesmen. 

_ It sounds uncommon strange to hear 

ourselves less than a year and a half 
quit of our absolute hold on Cuba, 
urged to recover our supremacy in her 
markets from our rivals across seas. 
What sort of statesmanship has it 
been that flew in the face of our own 
interests, repudiated the mora! pledges 
of McKinley, defeated a liberal open- 
ing of our ports to Cuban imports and 
so lost the friendship and trade of the 
Cuban merchants and people?

The remarks of Governor Northen @f 
Georgia on the negroes are sensible and 
enlightened. They seem to have been 
ealled out by the suggestion of Mr. John 
Temple Graves, an Atlanta editor, that 
the only solution of the race question 
at the south is to get rid of the negroes 
by their concentration in some terri- 
tory: or insular possession of the United 
States. At any rate, Governor WNor- 
then cals all such schemes of negro 
deportation absurd and impossible. 

Every sensible man at the south 
knows that the governor is right in that 
opinion, and his expressed preference 
for negro labor also represents the gen- 
era! southern feeling. ‘I have spent all 
my life among negroes,” said Governor 
“and I want to live in no 
country where there are none.” At the 
bottom of their hearts the great mass of 
southerners, at least*the “old schooi,’’ 
are of the same sentiment. On the other 
side, among the great body of the ne- 
groes, the response to éhat feeling is also 
a preference for the south and for south- 
erners.

‘ The statements of Fleming duBignon in 
fegard to the taxation of railroad proper- 
ty, and property generally in Georgia, 
Were yesterday answered by Attorney 
General John C. Hart in an interview for 
The Constitution. 

Judge Hart has represented the state, 
in the capacity of attorney general, in all 
the franchise tax litigation, while Mr. 
“duBignon appeared before the arbitration 
board as attorney for the Atlantic Coast 
Line in the recent hearing on the assess- 
ment of that company’s property. 

In his interview yesterday Judge Hart 
prefaced his remarks by expressing es- 
teem for Mr. duBignon and respect for 
Bis ability as a lawyer, but the attor- 
mey general said he thought Mr. duBig- 
fon was taking a stand very dangerous 
to the financial welfare of the state when

It is clearly his duty to return it 
at its ‘full value,’ and when he returns it 
for less and swears to it, he has done 
himself a wrong, and tne srate an injury. 

“The state through the comptroller gen- 
eral disagreed with the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railway Company on the return for 
taxation of its property and the railroad 
company and the state each selected an 
arbitrator, and these arbitrators still dis- 
agreeing as to values, selected an umpire, 
and the controversy was submitted. Be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of their 
duty each swore ‘impartially to determine 
the matters submitted to them acording 
te jaw and justice and equity of the case 
without favor or affection to either party.’ 

“It was my insistence before the board 
of arbitration that the return of property 
for taxation according to law should be 
at the true market value thereof.”’ 

“Ausuming, therefore,’”’ Judge Hart was 
asked; “that Mr.'duBlignon’s position is 
correct. that the citizen pays taxes on his 
property at the rate of 66 2-3 per cent of 
fts value and the board of arbitrators 
in this case has assessed for the purpose 
of taxation the railroad property at its 
true market value, would this not violate 
the equality clause of the constitution 
just quoted, and gquthorize the courts to 
interfere by injunction with the collection 
of this tax?’ 

. “That question involves a good deal, 
and agsumes a ict.” he replied. “In the 
first place, it assumes as true that the 
tax-payers of. the state pay only 66 2-3 
per cent of the value of their property.

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STATE’S CONVICT SYSTEM 


Eatonton, Ga., September 24.—(Spectal.) | 
Judg2 J. S. Turner, chairman of the state 


prison commission, spoke to a large au- 
dience here yesterday, explaining the ef- 
fect of the new law on the state convict 
system. 

While to a large extent he dealt with 
tne question locally, he discussed the cor- 
vict question generally, giving a succinct 
history of the penal institutions of Geor- 
gia, stating that the present system, while 
but four years old, is by far the best the 
state ever enjoyed, the equal in ‘every 
respcct uf the beat in ihe United States, 
and superior to many which enjoy better 


reputations. 

He «aid, in pare’ 

“Though cepstantly referred to by the 
press, and even by members of the legis- 
lature, who ought to be better informed, 
as ‘the infamous lease system,’ ‘a blot 
and @ disgrace ypon the fair name of the 
state,’ so far ag the felony convicts are 
concerped, there is no lease system in 


Georgia. 

“Phe states of Ohio, Indiana, Pennsyl- 
vanta. Massachusetts. Maryland, Califor- 
nia and others, sell the labor of their con- 
victs to private individuals. and have 
no different or better system than Geor- 
gia. In those states the convicts are 
worked within walls for private individ- 
vals as skilled labor. in which the com- 
pet'tion is sharp, while in this state 
they are worked in the open air, or in 
mings, as unsiilled labor, where the de- 
mand for guch labor at all times ex- 
ceeds the supply. In both the state is in 
absolute contro] of the convict, and no 
authority of control or punishment is 
delegated to any individual. 

“Not only is Georgia’s system in these 
respects egual to others, but in another 
respect it is superior, in that it main- 
tains separate institutions for females, 
aged and infirm, and juveniles, where 
these classeg are worked strictly on state 
secoynL with every opportunity for re- 
rentance and reformation. 

“Woile far from perfect, having only

been in operation for four sears, it is 


being improved every year, and it will 
soon reach a state of excellence which 
no other system can excel, if the work 
of evolution is allowed to continue with. 
out the interferance of sensational News> | 
papers and petty politicians. 

“So popular has become the ignorant 
denunciation of this, among other south- 
erp institutions, by the northern press, 
that some of the newspapers of this 
state have, without investigation. accept- 
ed the northern estimate of these insti- 
tutions ag true, and denounced them in 
unmeasured terms, when, as a matter of 
fact, they excel similar institutions at 
the north, to dengunce which would be 
heresy.

Reasons for Opposition. 


“If the felony convicts are to be used 
upon the public highways, and the pres- 
ent misdemeanor lease System is to be 
continued, as one of the commissioners 
I unhesitatingly approve the compromise 
senate bill passed by the last general 
assembly, in preference to the original 
bill introduced in the house on this sub- 
ject. The former is fair to every county 
and every section of the State, in that 
it provides for a distribution of the labor 
of the convicts or the net hire among 
tthe counties according to population, 
preserves the state contro) of felony con- 
victs and extends the commission’s au- 
thority over misdemeanor convicts, while 
the latter would have given the few 
largest counties one-half of all the con- 
vict labor free of cost, and at the same 
time permitted them to draw out of the 
state treasury an amount of the net hire 
of the remainder, equal in proportion to 
population with the Smaller counties, 
and restricted the state contre] of such 
convicts as were employed by counties 
" — exercised over misdemeanor con- 
victs. 

“Should Putnam county utilize her 
quota of felony convicts eleven in num- 
ber, upon the public roads, she would 
lose from her common school fund not 
less than £1,650 per annum, or $150 
per capita per annum, for every’ year 
convicts are so used, and would have 
to raise by direct taxation not less than 
$153 per capita per annum for each 
convict for maintenance and salaries, 
inaking her jabor on roads cost $303 per 
Capita per annum, or more than twice 
the cost of free labor for such work. 

“This price for such labor the county 
cannot afford to pay. She would find it 
more profitable should her grand jury 
decide to divert this fund from Ms eel - 
tional purposes to road building, to take 
its pro rata in money and hire free 
labor for road making. 

“But, until her public schools have 
been brought to a greater state of per- 
fection than they enjoy at present, it 
will be better not to disturb the source 
of ineOme, which, under present leg- 
islation, cannot be increased by 200%! 
taxation, than to so divert it to making 


public highways, which can be provided '

Doctrine Is Dangerous. 

“This would be a dangerous doctrine 
to preach. It is bad both in law and in 
morals. The remedy ig not that the good 
citizen shall become a faise swearer with 
the bad to lighten his burden, but the bad 
should be made to do right that equality 
may be attained. Tax dodgers should 
not be led to believe the oath which re- 
quires them to return for taxation their 
property at its true market value haa 
been complied with when they return it 
only at two-thirds of its value. If this 
doctrine should find footheld in Geor- 
gia, the property of the state will be re- 
turned next year for one-third less than 
now. 

“Mz. duBignon suggests in his interview 
this morning that litigation on this line 
would prove educational. While I would 
not invite litigation, for I greatly pre- 
fer that the state may receive its dues 
short of the courts, yet I quite agree 
with him that there should be ah awaken- 
ing of the public conscience on just tax- 
ation. 

“There should be no discrimination in 
practice and there is none in theory for 
Or against corporate property. Mr. 
duBignon does not contend that the award 
of the arbitrators in this case is in excess 
of the true value of the property. Then 
why complain? Every clasg of citizens 
should be made to understand it is their 
duty to return their property for taxa- 
tion at its true market yalue, and that the 
man who returns his property at less, or 
fails to return # at all, makes his hon- 
est neighbor, who returns his at its true 
value, pay the dodger’s debt by carry- 
ing the burden which he has, shirked 
by a false return.”’ 

“Then you Jo not think,” Judge Hart 
was asked, ‘‘there ig anything in the 
proposition. i it can be shown that some 
individual property is returned for taxa- 
tion at only 66 2-3 per cent of its va&lue. 
that this would authorize the court to 
réstrain by injunction the award of the 
arbitrators returning for taxation at its

“Then you do not fear the result of the 
litigation threatened by the railroads 
touching the enforcement of awards by 
the arbitrators, and the method pru- 
vided for their assessment, on the tangi- 
ble property and franchise values of these 
corporations?’ he was asked. 

“That question,’’ he said, “is beyond the 
scope of the interview. Whether the law 
pasged taxing franchises and the method 
of assessment is valid and constitutional 
can not be determined by interviews in 
newspapers. I quote, however, from my 
report made to the last general assem- 
bly touching this subject, as follows: 
‘Without being able to say witlr posi- 
tive certainty, it is my opinion the act is 
constitutional agd will successfully stand 
any attack which might be made upon 
it in the courts sof the country.’ ”

Judge Wilkinson May Refuse 


To Appoint Administrators, 


Says He Sees No Sense in a Man 
Making a Will if Interested 
Parties Who Do Not Like 
It Can Agree To Break 
It Down. 


When it was announced Wednesday that 
a cOnsent verdict had been reached in the 
George Washington Collier will case 
whereby it was agreed that the alleged 
last will and testament of Mr. Collier 
be set aside on the ground that the testa- 
tor had not testamentary capacKky on Oc- 
tober 8, 1900, the date of the paper, that 
the three executors and their attorneys 
should receive $10,000 in full settlement 
of all expenses and claims, and that ad- 
ministrators be appointed to wind up the 
estate, many thought that this would be 
the end of litigation over this interesting 
paper. 

According to Judge John R. | Wilkinson, 
of the court of ordinary, however, it 1s 
altogether likely that such is not the 
case, and-it may be that when applica- 


‘tion is made for the appointment of ad- 


ministrators Judge Wilkinson will re- 
fuse to appoint these administrators. 
Should this be done it would be prob- 
ably the first case of the kind in the hia- 
tory of Georgia and the matter would be 
carried back to the superior court by 
mandamus proceedings against Judge 
Wilkinson and from there to the supreme 


court, thus making a test case of the 


matter. 
Judge Wilkinson Talks. 

In speaking of the case yesterday Judge 
Wilkinson said: ‘‘Looking at the matter 
from a purely practical point of view it 
seems to me that there is absolutely no 
sense in a man making a wil! if after 
his death those interested are dissatisfied 
and get together and agree among them- 
selves to break the will. 

“Tf I do pursue this course the case will 
be without a parallel in the history of 
Georgia, so far as I know, and I think it 
is a matter upon which the supreme 
court of the state should pass. The case 
was appealed from the court of ordinary, 
and it was then to go to. the superior 
court and its merits passed upon by a4 
jury. A jury not passed on the case.’ 

Should Judge Wilkinson refuse to ap- 
point the aaministrators for the estate ‘ie 
would then be carried before the Su- 
perior court Dy manaamus 
and be made to show cause why he did 
not abide by the ruling of a court higher 
than the court of ordinary. Should he lose 
in the superior court he would then carry 


the case to the supreme court and have | LB 


that tribunai pass upon tne case.

Effects of Statute on Schoo 
Funds Pointed 
Out. 


Interesting facts and figures in regard 
to the effect of the new convict law on 
the educational funds of the various 
counties of.the state were yesterday given 
out by state schoo] commissioner, 

In reply to a letter of inquiry from 
County School Commissioner C. L, Smith. 
of Lowndes county, Professor Merritt 
yesterday addressed a letter explaining 
very clearly just what this effect would 
be on a particular county~—Lowndes 
county. This letter shows that the esti- 
mated loss’ to the school fund of that 
county, in the event it takes convicts in 
lieu of money will be altogether $64,000. 
The letter follows: 

“Mr. Cc. L. Smith, County School Com- 
missioner, Lowndes County—Dear Sir: 
You ask me to write to you what. effect 
the working of convicts on the roads 
of Lowndes county under the new law 
will have on the school fund and on the 
finances of the county. The amount of 
school funds which Lowndes county has 
received from the hire of convicts this 
years is about $700. The convicis were 


hired this year at less than $50 ‘each, | 


Next year they will be hired for about 
$150 each, and the number which wili 
belone to Lowndes county will be larger. 

“Krom the prison commission I Rave 
obtained the following figures: 

“Number vf convicts Lowndes county 
may claim next year, 1/8. 

“Estimated amount of 
from net hire, $2,700. ‘ 

“Hstimated cost of maintenance, $2,700. 

“Actual cost to the county, totaL 
$5,400, 

“Actual cost per convict, $300. 

“The county commissioners miust pay 
guards and physicians. Te prison com- 
mission will either appoint or reserve 
the privilege of approving all apoirt- 
ments of guards and physicians. When 
the county commissioners Know the ex- 
yense of working convicts On the roads 
and remember that the school population 
is increasing more rapidly than the school 
fund I think they will not ask for convicts 
under the present law. if the caunty 
can't ray teachers better and better equip 
its school houses it will be a serious loss 
to the children of Lowndes county.

SUIT FOLLOWS THE TAX LEVY. 


Suit Against the Government Will 
Go to the Federal 
Court. 

Wnited States District Attorney E, A. 
Angier will today prepare papers for tne 
removal to the United States court’ from 
the city court of a suit against the gOv- 
ernment that promises an Interesting lega} 
contest, involving fS® questidh as to 
whether cider contains alcoho] and other 
ingredients sufficient to bring it within 
the scope of the United States tnterna? 
revenue law. 

The plaintiffs in the litigation are Fain 
& Stamps, tne produce merchants, and 
they are suing Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue Rucker for $125 and interest, which 
amount it is claimed the firm was as- 
sessed as wholesale liquor dealers. This 
tax was levied for the fisca] year encing 
June, 1898, and for tit quarter preceding 
that fisca] year. 

Fain & Stamps protest that they were 
not doing the business of wholesale liquor 
dealers, They state that, in connection 
with their business, they sold cider, but 
deny that the article was of such nature 
as to be subject to revenue tax. They 
allege that the tax was paid under pro- 
test and state that a claim was later filed 
with the commissioner of Interna! revenue 
at Washington for the refunding of the 
amount, but that on August 13 last that 
official passed on the claim adversely, 
holding that the cider was taxable. 

The United States law provides that 
all articles containing alcohol, spirituous, 
vinous or malt liquors shall be subject 
to revenue tax, and the question to pe 
determined in the Fain & Stamps’ suit is 
whether the cider, in question, contamneaq 
these properties. This wil] be ascertained 
by chemical analyis. The case has not 
been set for trial. The suit was filed by 
Attorneys Mayson, Hill & McGill.

Babies Born at the Rate of One Every 4 Minutes to 
the Poor, One Every 43,200 Minutes 
to the Rich. 


New York, September 24.—Dr. Haupt, 
commissioner of education, states that he 
finds the death rate for children is fall- 
ing from one-third to one-tenth, which he 
attributes to the strict measures for 


protecting babies from impure milk and 
unsanitary arangements.

TO OPEN BIDS © 
ON TRAIN SHED 


Construction of Big Shed 
_ Will Be Handled 
Separately. 


Bids on the new train shed and all of 
the outside construction work of the new 
passenger station of the Atlanta Terminal 
Company will be opened at noon today. 

Plans and specifications for this work 
have been supplied to a large number 
of the nrominent contractors in the lar- 
gest cities of the country, and several 
Atlanta and Georgia firms have been at 
work for the past few weeks making es- 
timates on the work. 

This train sRed will be a mammoth tur- 
tleback structure, 700 feet lone and 230 
feet wide, or iron and steel construction. 
and large enough to house ten tracks 
with a wide platform passageway run 
ning between each set of tracks. These 
tracks will be reached by those leaving 
on departing trains by way of a wide 
concourse leading from the main and 
other waiting rooms of the depot to the 
train shed. At the end of the train shed 
a bridgelike structure will extend along 
the entire width of the shed, and from 
this bridge stairways will lead down tv 
each pair of tracks, in this way prevenl- 
ing all necessity of having to cross over 
the rgils. 

While those in a position to know re- 
fused to even approximate the probable 
cost. one railroad man volunteered the in- 
formation that the figures would not be 
much lees than those of the main depot, 
which {s between $325,900 and $350,- 
000. according to all reports. 

The bids tomorrow include also tha 
estimates on the work of constructing 
the big plaza fronting the depot on 
Madison avenue and all of the roadways 
and approaches. Together with the bids 
on the depot proper. it includes all of 
the contract work excepting the filling 
in and excavation of the site where the 
depot will stand. This work is now be- 
ing hurried forward under the superin- 
tendency and direction of the Atlanta Ter- 
minal Company. The same time limit Is 
included in the estimat@s on the train 
shed as on the depot, which was one 
year. 

The officials of the terminal company 
still say that the contract for the depot 
has not been awarded, but as the plans 
have been sent east with a recommenda- 
tion, this part of the programme is sup- 
posed to be only a matter of form, and 
that the plans will be returned this com- 
ing week, in accordance with the recom- 
Mmendation which !s supposed to be in 
favor of the Atlanta firm of contractors, 
Gude & Walker.

The cotton crop of Georgia will be about 
300,000 bales short this yaar, according 
to the crop report issued yesterday by the 
state department of agriculture. 

The estimated yield for this year is 
1,076,000 bales, while last year the crop 
was just about |,470,000 bales, Last June 
the estimate of the crop was 88 per cent, 
while in the report issued yesterday it ‘s 
only 69 per cent, though the estimate by 
the ‘United States department of agricul- 
ture recently ‘was 82 per cent. ; 

Estimates in regard to other crops gen- 
erally are also embodied in the report, a 
copy of which follows: 

The crop report of the Georgia depart- 
ment of agriculture, issued September 24, 
1903, and based on the answers of rfearly 
1,000 letters sent to reliable persons in 
different sections of every county in che 
state, shows the condition and prospect 
of our principal crops up to the middle 
of the current month. 

The report shows a detertoration in the 
prospects of some of the crops, especially 
cotton. Everything was set back by the 
late spring. and when the porspect seemed 
g00d for a rally from the early un- 
favorable conditions, a long continued 
drought set in, which was at last broken 
by chilling rains that did much damage, 
especially to cotton. Rust also has up- 
peared in some sections, and !n manv in- 
stances the bollworm and caterpillar have 
made serious inroads. Hay and rice tn$t 
had not been housed suffered considerable 
damage.
